WASHINGTON, December 4.—The report of 
Charies S.Fairch{ld,Secretary of the Treasury, 
shows the ordinary revenues of the Govera- 
ment for 188 to be 79, 266. 074. 76 and 
the total ordinary expenditures for tne 
same period 389, 688, 88. 67, leaving 6 sur- 
plus of 10.61, 116.0. The receipts from 
customs amounted to §219,091,178.68 and trom 
internal revenue $124,296,871.98. The civil ex- 
pense item was $22,852 ,334.06. The previous 
outlay was $80,288,508.77. The army cost $38,- 
622,486.11 and the navy 316, 928, 487.66. In 
the expense of the army is 
included river and harbor tmprovements, 
public buildings, light-houses and collection 
of revenue cost $44,228,351.89. The interest on 
the public debt was $44,715,007.47. The surplus 
was applied to the purchase of ($46,677, 165.88) 
bonds for sinking fund and redemption of 
consols, bonds and fractional currency to the 
amount of $83 084,405.61, leaving a net surplus 


of $36,527 710.58. 
The increase of customs receipts over 


1887 was . 904,280.50, and the in- 
crease of internal revenue 35,78. - 
490.76. The net increase of revenues 


was $7,962,797.10. There was a Gecrease of 
ordinary expenditures $8,278,221.30, though 
the item of pensions had increased $5, 258, - 
406.98, the navy required $1,785,810.65 more 
than last year and the Indians got $54,785.18 
more than in 1887.

The estimated revenues for the present fle- 
cal year will be 677, 000. 000, and expenditures,

SURPLUS REVENUE. 

The accumulated surplus on Septemher 29, 
1888, wae 306. 4,848.84; the surpius revenues 
from that date to June 80, 1889, as estimated, 
are $75,365,208.25, making the total accumula- 
tion on June 80, 1889, which could be used in 
the purchase of bonds, $171,810,054.09; how. 
ever, between said september 29 
and November 22, $44,399,509.60 has been 

ald for bonds; consequentiy if no more 
— were bought between now and June 30 
next the surplus would then amount to 127. 
000,000. Upon the basis of approximations 
recommended by the Department and upon 
the assumption thatthe revenues of the fiscal 
years to end June 30, 1889 and 1890, will be 
equal, the surplus reventes for the latter 
fiscal year will be $101,000,000, which, with 
the surpius revenues of this year apd 
the surplus already accumulated, make a total 
of $228 000, 000, which might be used during the 
next nineteen months in the purchase of the 
interest-bearing debt, and which ought to be 
used for that purpose, unless the laws are 80 
changed as to reduce the difference between 
expenditures and revenue by nearly that sum.

PURCHASE OF BONDS. 

Since the last aunual report and after the 
completion of the sinking fund requirements 
for the year ended June 30, , no bonds 
were bought until there had been an expres- 
sion of opluion by resolutions in both Houses 
of Congress, that it was lawful and proper to 
invest the surpius in bonds at the pre- 
mium necessary to obtain them. Under the 
then state of public opinion in many parts of 
the country upon this question, both as to its 
legality and propriety, it seemed wise to seek 
the co-operation of the Congress in this im- 

rtant matter. Iam confident that the de- 
ay in the purchase of bonds while waiting for 
Congress to act resulted in no substan- 
tial unlary loss to the Government. 

Had taxation been reduced so as to leave 
thie money with the people, and if it is worth 
in their business 6 per cent per annum, the 
total value of the money to them during the 
term which these bonds had to run 
would be about $83,000,000; thus, there 
is a resulting loss to the people of 
$56,000,000 upon this transaction alone; if 
thie over-taxation is not stopped, and if the 
Government is forced to continue to bea pur- 
chaser of its own bonds at the holder’s prices, 
the loss to the people, as could be shown by a 
like calculation, way be hundreds of millions 
of dollars.

KINDERGARTEN’S FATE, 


FURTHER DISCUSSION OF THE SUBJECT 
RAISED BY PRESIDENT JUDSON. 


What the Schools Are Doing for the Children 
and Why They Shoulda Be Continued— 
Miss L. S. Shirley, Miss Susie Simmons 
and Miss Annie E. Harbaugh on the 


HE discussion of the 
question raised by 
President Judson of the 
School Board, ‘‘Are 
kindergartens useful?’’ 
and the other question, 
**Should they be contin- 
ued?’’ bave supplanted 
at least for the time any 
side issue that would 
ordinarily be leading 
topics in conversations 
among teachers, Kin- 
dergarten teachers, 
while realizing the ef- 
fect that the abolition of 
their schoois would 
have on themselves and their charges, talk 
very temperately concerning the matter. The 
factional differences that once disturbed them 
have been pressed into the background and 
they are only anxious to know what can con- 
sistently be done to check the proposed—or 
threatened—abolition of their work. 
MISS LURA s. SHIRLEY, 
of the Bates School Kindergarten, said of the 
matter: ‘‘I think that Mr. Judson touches the 
main obstruction in the way of accomplishing 
all that could be expected of kindergarten 
training when he speaks of the legal limita- 
tion of age. The principal trouble is not with 
the system but with the law which does not 
permit us to take children until they are 6 
years old. They go into the kindergartens at 
that age and spend a year. It does them good, 
Dut most of the parents want their children to 
begin the study of the three R’s at that age 
and take up the branches that are going to be 
of service to them in making a living, and I 
can not say that they are wrong in that. 

„„What advantage does a child receive from 
a kindergarten training?’’ 

They are taught to think and how to think. 
Tne main purpose of the training is to make 
them observant. The three thingsto which 
we direct their attention are color, form and 
number and we give them some object with 
which to connect the idea so that it may be 
fixed in the mind. We do not deal much with 
numbers for figures puzsie old heads and 
should not be imposed to any extent upon 
young ehiidren.’’ . 

„Do you think that it has been any failure 
inthe management of the kindergartens tnat 
has led te Mr. Judson’s criticism of them?“ 

„Well, you know we bave had internal 
troubles for some time that have hindered us 
in our work. Ever since Miss Blow gave up

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seven years is about young enough fof chil- 
dren to take up studies.’’ 

% Don’t you think that the kindergarten in- 
struction better tor children under than 
over 6?“ 

There is no doubt about it that if we could 
have them earlier we could do more with 
them. In some places they take them at 5 and 
4, and even 24.’ 

‘‘What would be the effect on kindergartens 
elsewhere if they were abolished bere?’’ 

„It would be a severe blow. They were first 
established in connection with the public 
schools tn the City of St. Louis. We have 1 
them here for fifteen years and they ought 
be on a firm basis now. If they have not n 
popular and the people express their disap- 
proval of them, why of course it will injure 
the kindergartens all over the country. 

Would — cease to exist altogether if 
they were abolished from the public schools?’’ 

‘‘Ithink not. I bDelleve the same system 
would be established here asin other piaces. 
They would be charity kindergartens for the 
poor children and paid kindergartens for the 
rich, but I doubt if such a system would be as 
good for the teachers as the present one. 

‘*Could thé kindergartens and the primary 
department be biended?’’ 

I 
think that children should start in the kinder- 
garten and after a year in it some primary 
work should be introduced and from that 
time on the kindergarten work should be 
gradually dropped out so that the scholars 
would give it up altogether when they are 
abost 10 — old, and I'll tell ou 
why.

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TENNYSON A BELIEVER. 


AN INTERESTING LETTER FROM THE PORT 
ON SPIRITUALISM. 


Lord Tennyson's Belief and Admissions— His 
Interest in the Phenomena and Experi- 
ence Under Anrsthetics — The Letter 
Made Public in the Chicago Press — 
“In Memoriam’’ Quoted. 


cnrcaco, December 4.—The following is 


published here: 
It ie well known that among the higher 


scientific circles of England spiritualism 
made a few years ago rapid and remarkable 
progress, Wallace, the co-discoverer with 
Darwin, of the principles of natural selec- 
tion; Prot. Crookes, the eminent chemist on 
whom the French Academie des Sciences con 
ferreda gold medal with an bonorarium of 
2,000 francs for his discoveries in molecular 
physics; Sergt. Cox, the noted psychist, 
and Prof. Huxley himself, a skeptic of skep- 
tics, were concerned in a series of 
experiments, chiefly with the Medium Home, 
which attracted wide attention at the time. 
None of the scientists could explain the 
phenomena produced by the medium, and the 
report made by Prof. Crookes is held by the 
professors of the Spiritualist belief an over- 
helming testimony to its genuineness. The 
ame of the poet Tennyson has never before 
een connected with spiritualism. A letter 
ritten by him has come into the possession 
f the 7vidune which shows that he holds the 
onviction that consciousness may pass from 
he body and hold communion with the dead. 


This is essentially spirimalism, but in Tenny- 
bon 's caee, at least, o far as the letter indi- 
cates, he is his own medium. The statement 
he makes is curlous. 

The letter is in the poet's handwriting. It is 
dated Farringford, Freshwater, Isle of Wight, 
May 7, 1874. It was written to a gentieman 
who communicated to him certain strange ex- 
periences he had hwul when passing from un- 
der the effect of anmsthetics. Tennyson 
writes:

have never had any revelations through 
anm@msthetics, buta kind of waking trance (this 
for lack ofa better name) 1 have frequently 

had, quite up from boyhood, when I have 
been all alone. This has often come 
upon me through repeating my own 
name to myself, silentiy till, at onrce, 
as it were, out of the intensity of the 
consciousness of individuality, the in- 
dividuality iteelf seemed to dissolve and fade 
away into boundless being, and 
confused state, but the clearest of the clear- 
est, the surest of the surest, utterly beyon 
words, where death was an almost laughable 
impossibility, the loss of personality (if so it 
were), seeming no extinction, but the only 
true lite. 

As if conscious of the tncredibie significance 
of the statement thus compacted, he adds: 

am ashamed of my feeble description. 
Havel not said the state is utterly beyond 
words?!“ 

This is nota vulgar, table-tipping spiritual - 
ism. Itis the most emphatic declaration that 
the spirit of the writer is capable of trans- 
ferring itselt into another existence; is not 
only real, clear, simple, but that it is aleo in- 
finite in vision and eternal in duration. For, 
he continues, when he comes back to ‘‘san- 
ity’’ he is ready to night for the truth’’ of his 

experience, and that he holds it—the spirit 
whose separate existence he thus repeatedly 
teste—‘‘will last for mons and wons. 

It is pointed ont by Prof. Thomas Davidson, 
who has seen the letter that the same con- 
viction, if not the same experience, only with 
another ts described in ‘‘In Memoriam,’’ XC.

STREET -SWEEPING, 


Councilman Duross Talke About His Bill 
Now in the Municipal Assembly. 


To-night the street-sweeping bill introduced 
in the Council by Councilman Duross comes 
up in that branch of t Municipal Assembly 
for passage. The bill has been reported on 
favorably by the Committee on Public Im- 
prayements and will probably pass. It pro- 
vides for the purchase by the Board of Public 
Improvements of street-sweeping machines, 


which will be let to the lowest bidder for 
street-sweeping contracts. These machines 
are to be purchased with money taken from 
the R for street-sweeping. 

Mr. Duross said to-day: ‘*This problem of 
keeping the granite streets clean is onein 
which I have taken a deep interest. When it 
began the work was done for 6 cents a square, 
and now the only man in St. Logis who is pre- 
pared to do the work wants 80 cents per 
square, although” the granite has ou 
doubled since the beginning. This one man 
has a practical monopoly of the business and 
has made the price to suit bimself. If the 
work could at the beginning be done for 65 
cents per square it should now be done for 
50 cents. 

‘*But if the city can buy machines why can- 
not individuals other than the one person re- 
forrea to?’’ 

There arefive or six kinds of sweeping 
ing machines in the market, but no man cares 
to risk his money on them without having a 
certainty on a contract with the city, and 
then, if at a second bidding he should fall to 
get the award, he would have the machines 
on his hands and no work for them to do. 
That has heretofore prevented competition. 
The city can secure the macbines for an out- 
lay of $,000 or less, and furnish 
them to the successful bidder. I 
believe that in this way the price of sweeping 
could be reduced to 50 cents per square or 
lower. The contract between the city and 
the successful bidder wouj)d contain provisions 
as to the care of the machines, keeping them 
in repair, etc. The city would never be bur- 
dened with them, as on the expiration of one 
man’s contract his successor would take the 
machines in charge. The outiay would, I am 
confident, be returned in three months.’’

The latter desire is easily satis- 
fied, and on the basis of curiosity alone there 
are few people who are willimg to pay a 
price which ought not only to give 
them one great artist, but a 
company of great artists and a 
superb production into the bargain. To 
those who understand the French language 
the performance of M. Constant Coquelin Is 
worth as much as the performance of any 
comedian on the stage. He is the equal of any 
comedian, but to those who donot speak 
French the performance is the combination of 
a curiosity exhibit and a pantomime. The 
combination was not strong enough last even- 
ing to draw out more than ninety people in 
the parquet and dress circle and less in the 
balcony and gallery.

SEWER PIPES AND FEVER. 


DRAINAGE OF SOUTHERN CITIES AND WHY 
IT I8 INEFFECTIVE. 


An Expert's Observations—An Accidental 
Diseovery of Great Importance—Imper- 
fect Piping the Cause of Di-ease in South- 
ern Cities—Clay Pipes aud Their Dangers 
~—Drainage of St. Louis. |

Southern Hotel 
said: ‘‘I shall re- 
main in St. Louis 
for a day longer 
than I intended in 
order to consult 
with members of 
the Bosgrds of 
Health nolw assem- 
bling in reference 
to sanitary mat 
ters. Thee are im- 
portant ehough to 
ail communities, 
but to none so much as to the people of the 
South. Not only does yellow fever ravage our 


country at frequent intervals, but cholera and 
| other diseases of a febrile nature are much 


more destructive than in more Northern lati- 
tudes. 
WHERE EPIDEMICS FLOURISH, 

„The beat of the climate has long been as- 
signed as the reason for this, and, 
of course, nothing could be done 
to alter this condition. Bot the 
experience of this year bas impressed all in- 
telligent observers with the inadequacy of this 
of mode accounting for the terrible destruc- 
tiveness of epidemic diseases in the far South. 
Whoever has closely watched the progress of 
the yellow fever, and has teken the trouble to 
study the death rates during previous ses 
sonsand during the prevalence of cholera, 
cannot fall to notice that certaintowns whiie 
surrounded by death enjoyed an almost com- 
plete immunity, and this entirely irrespective 
ofthe thermometer. A further examination 
revealed the fact that in these places the 
ground either naturally adapted itself to 
drainage, or particular pains had been taken 
in laying sewer pipes. This was, however, 
years ago, and many cities, notably Atlanta, 
spent great sums on sewers. The conse- 
quences bave not been what was expected. 


To be sure well-drained towns suffered less 


than those which bad no such provision, but 
the sections of cities where the drainage was 
most perfect were most subject to disease. I 
know that the Board of Health of Atlanta laid 
and relaid pipes, altered the levee, saw that 
no obstruction existed, and did everything 
that they could to endeavor to drive disease 
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it closely you will see that there are specks 
and spots much darker than the body of the 
material. In our Atlanta pipes ail these 
were eaten away, leaving them of 
a honeycomb texture, throuzh which 
the sewage woul seep almost as 
freely as through asieve. Wherethere was a 
sharp grade, the chemical action would not 
have time to assert itself, but wherever a spot 
was reached where the flow was checked, the 
boney-comb texture was always found. A 
glance at a pipe was enough to teil from what 
part of thecity it came. Of course, under 
these circumstances, to relay pipes would 
only aggravate the evil, asthe digging would 
loosen the soil and make it more permeable to 

ases than when solidified. We sent letters to 
New Orleans, Macon, Savannah, Mobile, 
and other places, calling attention to the re- 
sult ot our observations, and have received 
several answers, stating that examination had 
revealed a like condition of affairs. Further 
study has convinced me that ln the cities at 
least fully 30 per cent of the epidemic diseases 
istraceabie to the inferior quality of the 
sewer-pipein use, andlam now trying to 
discover a good substitute. There are sev- 
eral reasons why iron is undesirabie, 
and I came North to see whether 
I could find any material better 
adapted to the purpose. Knowing the pro- 
verbial healthiness of St. Louis I stop 
here, thinking that some peculiar kind of 
pipe must be in use. A drive through the 
city, however, showed me that St. Louis need 
take no speciai precautions, as nature has at- 
tended to the complete and rapid drainage 
of the city. No place in the world with which 
Iam acquainted is so well located in this re- 
spect. Piateau after plateau gives a 
Sharp fall, and the refuse matter 
is carried to the river withoat being checked 
anywhere. I hope to hear from some of the 
doctors, who are to meet to-day, of a kind of 
pipe which wili prevent the fatal tte A 
good giaze ise what we are looking for. ith 
clean cities and good drainage, there is no 
doubt that yellow fever can entirely ex- 
cluded from the country, and this would add 
tens of millions of dollars to its weaith.’’

He 

stood 8 feet 9 inches and weighed 165 pounds. 

His seconds were Paddy Smith and Frank 

Boreal. Three cheers were given for him. it 

was reported that $500 a side was bet on the 

result by a couple of sporting men just before 
the men left their dressing-rooms. Billy Mad- 
den was referee. 

First round. Lees stood well over his man 
and had the advantage of him in reach, but 
Fallon was the sturdiest, Lees hit short. 
They clinched and Lees held Fallon’s arms in 
the breakaway and ineffectually tried to hit 
him as they separated. Fallon appeured un- 
usually cool and walked around Lees in a 
tantalizing way. There was very little differ- 
ence between them in this round. 

Second round. Both planted facers. Fallon 
drew blood from Lees’ mouth and nose. Lees 
made a good stop and then Fallon over- 
reached himself in delivering a left-hander 


and slipped down. He was up in an instant. 
Lees gave him a punen as he turned away, 
and Jack got in a right-hander as time was 
called. 

Third round. Fallon got in a good one on 
the neck. They clinched, and afterthe break- 
away Eailon rushed his man to the ropes 
where Lees held him fast. Jack planted a 
light left-hander on Lees’ stomach just as 
time was called. 

In the fourth and fifth rounds Lees had the 
best of the hitting; both men bled freely. In 
the fifth Lees smashed Jack on the right eye 
and for a while it looked as though It had been 
knocked crooked. 

The fighting in the sixth, seventh, eighth 
and ninth rounds was characterized by lots of 
pulling, hauiing and dragging and both men 
did many things that were not fair. Lees 
would not break away JZairly, and Fallon put 
his glove over his mouth and struck him in the 
throat with his arm time and again. The un- 
fairness wasa case of six of oneand haifa 
dozen of the other. Both men looked like 
butchers, and both were tired and unskillful. 
Neither could finish the other. 

Tenth and last—They shook as they toed the 
scratch, andthen went at it. Fallon ducked 
avicious left-hander and then they clinched 
and pulled each other ali over the stage. 
When they broke away Falion got in two good 
facers which drew blood, but Lees soon 
evened up on a clinch. Lees got one hand 
loose and smashed Fallon on the left tem- 
pie cutting it open. Fallon broke away and 
then hit his man heavily on the nose, which 
looked split. They were in holde when time 
was called but neither paid attention to it. 
Fallon smashed his man in the face and then 
the police rushes iu and pulled the men apart. 

Amid a good deal of disorder the referee de- 
cided in favor of Fallon. Uis partisans cheered 
but half of the spectators commented un- 
favorably on the verdict and Mike Donovan 
and Denny Costigan bad a wordy war over it, 
which might have ended in blows but for the 
presence of the police.

DAN DALY IN TRAINING. 


How Missouri’s Champion Is Training Him- 
self to Fight McManus. 


Dan Daly is hard at work training for his 
fight with Hugh McManus for the middle- 
weight championship of the State. He is lo- 
cated at Fred Bachle's at Tower Grove Sta- 
tion, and is under the care of Charley Woo is, 
his trainer in previous matches. Four weeka 
ago Daly started to get himself in shape for 
thie ight, and he is now in the pink ot condi- 


tion, as the old sports would put it. All 
superfluous flesh has disappeared from bis 
body and he is as hardas iron. His trainer 
permits himto drink nothing but an occa- 
sional glass of ale, and his meals are under 
the regulation of Woods. At 5:30 a. m. Daly 
and his trainer arise and then the usual 
scraping of the tongue, rubbing down, etc., 
is gone through. A walk of three miles foi. 
lows, with Daly heavily bundled, the clothing 
which he wears — gem, twenty-three 
pounds. The pugilist and his trainer partake 
of breakfast and rest till about 8 o’clock. 
Then they take their walk of the day, cover- 
ing fifteen or eighteen miles. A bath and 
thorough rubbing down follows. Dinner is 
eaten at 1 p. m., and from 2 o’clock tili 8 
o’clock a little recreation such as playing 
base ball or foot ball is indulged in. the pair 
then proceed to a room about a mile from 
Bachle’s, where Daly pounds the bag for an 
hour or an hour and a halt. The bag used is a 
light rubber ball covered with leather, 
which is used altogether now-a-days 
by fighting men in training, the 
heavy bag having long since been discarded 
asa fallacy. Wito a light back a man not 
only avoids all risks of getting stove up, but 
the back returns so quickly that the practice 
is much more rapid and beneficial. he bag 
exercise is followed with a hard rubbing down 
with alcohol and liniments and a thorough 
rubbing inthe bath. Then Woods dries his 
man and rubs him till his skin is aglow, and 
winds up by applying lini- 
ment. After this Daly up 
thoroughly. walks home bas 
supper. He rests till 8 o’clock, when he takes 
an easy walk of an hour. Another rubbing 
down follows and he retires to bed for the 
night. The work is fully as hard on the 
trainer as itis on the fighter, as he has to ac- 
company him in all bis walks, do the rubbing- 
down, to., and as he bas to bestow all bis 
care on his man he has no opportunity to look 
after himeelf.

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DECOYED BY A WOMAN. 


A BOLD ATTEMPT TO ROB PHILIP DALY, 
THE WEALTHY GAMBLER. 


Daly Visits a Chance Female Acquaintance 
in a New York Fiat—Twe Masked Men 
Attempt to Rob the Gambler—Daly Re- 
ceives a Painful Pistol Wound—Two 
Women Arrested—The Robbers Escape. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 4.—An attempt to rob 
Philip Daly, the well.known sporting man, in 
the flat-house, No. 406 Fourth avenue, 
yesterday afternoon, nearly resulted 
in murder. Daly was shot in 
the left temple and had a narrow escape from 
instant death. If he had been killed the mur- 
der would have been a mystery that the po- 
lice might never have been able to solve. 
Even though he was not hurt seriously and did 
not lose his self-command an instant, the rob- 
ber who tried to kill him escaped, and the po- 
lice have found the case a puzzling one at 
best. Philip Daly has been the most not- 
ed gambier in the country since the 
death of John Morrisey. His Philadel- 
phia Club-house at Long Branch is fre- 
quented every summer by men who play for 
large stakes. It is fitted up in extravagant 
style as a restaurant and gambling room. He 
also has had a costly gambling place in Phila- 
delphia for years. At the horse races at all 
the leading tracks in the country he has been 
a familiar figure. He is 58 years of age and 
well preserved, somewhat below the medium 
height, but heavily built, with a square, hard - 
looking face, gray hair and thick gray mus- 
tache. He spends partof his time in this city, 
and is said to be interested in a gaming resort 
in the Nineteenth Precinct. Lately he 
has been staying at the Coleman 
House. On Saturday he received a letter from 
‘*Addie’’ Stanton, a young woman with whom 
he had some chance acquaintance. She wrote 
that she was staying wit a friend at the flat 
house No. 406 Fourth avenue, up two flights of 
stairs. and would Ike to see him after noon 
yesterday. He determined to keep the ap- 
pointment, and shortly before 8 p. m. yester- 
day he started in search of the young woman. 
He was well dressed in a black cutaway, and 
in his shirt front blazed his big diamond pin, 
said to be worth $6,000. He found the Stanton 
woman in the front parlor on the third floor 
of the flat house.

Henze sent word to the 
Thirtieth street station and Sr Reilly and 
Detective Hayes soon went to the flat-house, 
Dr. Husson of No. 401 East Twenty-fifth street 
was called tothe drug store to look at Daly’s 
wound. He found that a bullet had struck 
the gambler’s forehead about two inches above 
the left eyebrow and bad torn u ragged furrow 
in the scalp nearly four inches long, glancing 
on the skull and leaving the bose bare 
at the bottom ofthe furrow. It was an ugly 
but not dangerous wound. Powder marks on 
the forehead close to the wound showed that 
the revolver must have been within two feet 
of Daly's head when the shot was fired. Dr. 
Hasson judged that the barrel of the weapon 
must have been inclined upward at an angle 
to Daly’s forehead, or the bullet must have 
penetrated the brain. Probably the robber 
was nervous and his hand shook when he 
aimed the shot. When his wound had been 
dressed, Daly pulled out a big roll of 
bills from his pocket and pad the 
druggist and Lae ey ser for their services. 
Then he went to the Police Station with Henze 
to make a complaint and to tell what he could 
in order to help the pores capture the rob- 
bers. It was believed that the Stanton woman 
was an accomplice of the robbers, and she 
was locked up in the station. She denied that 
she knew of any conspiracy to rob Daly and 
she declared that she did not know either of 
the robbers. Her letter to Daly on Saturday 
was written in good faith be- 
cause she wished to see him, she 
said.

They were told at the hotel that Daly had gone 
to see his family at Long Branch, but he prob- 
ably will be at the Jefferson Market olice 
Court to-day to make a formal complaint 
against the woman, who is accused of decoy- 
ing him into the presence of the robbers.
